TEA-DBISK1NG IN HUSSIA. 


A correspondent of the London Vaily 


News, writing from Nijni Novgorod, 
says "Tea-drinkingI have said, is one 
of the great institutions of Russia; the 
outward and visible symbol of this insti- 
tution is the somovar There is some- 
thing almost sacred about the somovar in 
Russia. I scarcely like to talk about it 
amongst profane things. It ranks with 
the gilt images of Greek saints which 
are lounctin the coiners of every room in 
Russia, and before which the pious be- 
liever is never tired of crossing himself 
In the same way not a household, how- 
ever poor, in Russia, is without a somo- 
v»v. To make tea in tlie vulgar fashion 
of pouring boiling water into the tea-pot 
would be,to lob it of all its cheering 
grace and to profane the institution. The 
somovar is essential to the orthodox piac- 
tice of tea ; and as tho -first word you 
learn in Russia is "chai," so the first 
which will strike your eyes on arriving 
there is somovar. 
The somovar is a 
large urn made of bronze-or brats, with 
a tube running through the centre, into 
which charcoal is placed. When the tea 
hour arrives (and every hour is the tea 
hour in Russia) the charcoal is lighted, 
rather should I say, like the sacred fire of 
the Zoroastrians, it is never quenched. 
There it burns in its brazen tube, and the 
water boils audibly, and the little china 
teapot is placed simmering at the top ot 
the charcoal—although this last is really 
ahcterodox practice which has crept into 
the pure religion of tea—and in thi^ way 
cup after cup of the Russian nectar if> 
supplied."

ous," says the Record, "ttian opium ; 
more baneful than alcohol; an utterly 
destructive agent, except in certain ao* 
tivo sleepless conditions, when it should 
be given by medical men alone, chloral 
hydrate is working much irromcdial 
mischief." The evil consequences of 
tho habitual use, or rather abuse, of 
chloral hydrate, we are insured, are bos 
coming much more vividly apparent. 
ItK]destruotivo*aotion on the nerve cen- 
ter, its1 production of a permanent con- 
dition of brain bloodlcKsncs-i, and eon 
sequent imperfect function of the brain 
culls, arc being widely recognized, and 
it is now established lieyond all ques 
tion of doubt, says our authority, that 
the adoption of chloral hydrate as an 
hypnotic in lieu of opium is the adop- 


tiv n of a greater evil than the one it 
has replaced. That chloral, though it 
may bo, and ia, eminently useful as a 
hypnotic in certain cases, its habitual 
and occasional use as a destructive poi- 
son, carrying with it moat baneful con- 
sequences, is goneia'ly admitted; and 
its wide-spread use as a soporific is 
fiaught with mischievous results. The 
highest authorities, Bnclish and Amer- 
ican, it is said, are now decrying its use, 
especially in miscs of sleeplessness, asso 
oiatod with depression and of "low 
spirits," with mental worry and with 
brain distress. 
Those who, unfortu- 


nately, have been induced to make re- 
sort to chloral as a practice, have need, 
they arc told, to watch themselves care- 
fully, and note quickly any changes they 
may-feel, and eschew the poison as may 
lie, on tho first appearance of any mor- 
bid effect H

freights, both of imports and exports,**) 
that point. As to tho probable effects 
of the combination on the trade of Now 
York City, tho Tribune, having made 
extended inquiries among large shipper 
says that considerable diversity of opin 
ion exists,some merchants giving gloomy 
views of what might be expected from 
the combined action of these grea 
transportation companies, and finding 
much reason to fear for the future o 
New York trade in the attitude which 
in their opinion, tbc trunk lines tool 
toward the commercial interests of tha 
city, while others hailed the abolition 
of drawbacks on freight as a great gain 
and thought that there was little dan 
ger of tho railways abusing seriously thi 
gigantic power of their combination, A 
party of railroad officials who visitc< 
Baltimore a few days ago to induce the 
Baltimore & Ohio road to enter the 
combination, were politely received bj 
President Garrott, but met with a vcrj 
decided refusal to their proposition to 
sign the agreement In reply to a state 
racnt that it was the only way in which 
the railroads could get living prices for 
their work, Mr. Garrett asked whether 
it would not bo better for the represen- 
tatives of the different companies to 
turn their attention to the abolition o 
fast freight lines, which are now usinj, 
tho Pennsylvania, Eric, and New York 
Central roads. As long at the present 
system is in 1'urcc, large profits are 
made by independent 
organization, 


which properly belong to the companies 
If these profits could he received by tb 
companies they would be enabled to 
maintain reasonable tariffs. 
Tbo pre 


vailing opinion among Eastern shippers 
is that tho combination will not last 
lo°ng, there being too many cunflictin 
interests involved. 


WE are told that those Democrats

For some days past our columns have 


contained allusions to. the eipected de- 
mise of Gen. I. C. Pugh, Postmaster of 
this city, and to-day It becomes our pain- 
ful duty to announce his death, -which 
occurred at 7:15 last evening. 


The long and eventful life of General 


Pugh, coupled with the fact that ho was 
one of the earliest settlors of thiscounty, 
makes it proper for us to speak at length 
of tho scenes and incidents of that life, 
and tho important character of some of 
the public duties which he performed so 
faithfully and well. 


Isaac Campbell Pugh was born in 


Christian county, Kentucky, Nov. 28rd, 
1805. In 1821 he removed with his fa- 
ther's family to the then wilderness of 
Illinois, settling in Shelby county, Ills. 
Hero his father was killed by lightning, 
in 1833, and in 1820, upon arriving at 
his majority, the yonng man set out to 
seek his fortunes. Ho went to Vandalia, 
and remained there until 18S9, when he 
came to Macon county, which had just 
been organized by act of tho legislature. 
Here he soon became a leader in public 
matters, and for forty-nve years continu- 
ed to occupy a prominent place in either 
a civil or mililary capacily. He was at 
an earlyjday chosen a justice of the peace, 
and also held other minor offices while 
still quite young 
On the second of 


August, 18<11, he was married to Mis* 
Elvira E. Gorin, who still survives. In 
1838, when the Black Hawk war broke 
out, and the northern frontier of the 
state was overrun with hostile Indians, 
he raised a company, and was chosen 
captain 
With his men he marched to 


tho scene of hostilities, and was present 
at the famous battle known as "Slill- 
man's defeat." An anecdole is related 
of him, at this baltle, which shows that, 
when first under fire, he displayed the 
same cool bravery which characterized 
his subsequent military history. 
While 


riding along a bullet from the enemy 
passed through his hat, knocking it off. 
As was the habit in those days he carried 
tho papers of his company in his hat, 
aud these were scattered on the ground. 
Although the demoralized and defeated 
little army was in full retreat, and though 
all unused to such scenes, the young 
captain dismounted, picked up his pa- 
pers, replaced his hat, and, with the bul- 
lets of tho red devils whistling about 
him, coolly remounted and rode off. 


Gen. Pugh held the office of assessor 


aud treasurer of the county for six years; 
and was, also, for a long time, master in 


ranked much higher, had he pursued the 
course adopted by to many— that of 
seeking advancement—but, he was con- 
tent with what came to him unsought, 
and his rank of Brigadier General' by 
brevet was tendered him without soli- 
citation upon his part, 


In 1864, upon the expiration of his 


second term of enlistment, he came 
home, and was elected to the House of 
Representatives. In 1865 he was chosen 
county clerk, in which capacity he serv- 
ed four years. In September, 1871, he 
was appointed postmaster, which posi< 
tion he held at the time of his death.— 
In every public capacity, as well as In 
his private business relations, he was a 
man of the very strictest integrity, and 
no man can say aught against his char- 
acter as a public officer or as a man. 


Politically Gen. Pugh was a man of 


strong convictions, and it mattered not 
whether the views he held were those of 
the majority or not, he was always bold 
and fearless in his advocacy of them.— 
Originally he was a Jackson Democrat, 
but in 1840 allied himself with the Whig 
party, with which he acted until the or- 
ganisation of the Republican party. He 
was, notwithstanding his Southern birth, 
bitterly opposed to human slavery, and 
when the infant party inscribed upon its 
banners hostility to the further spread 
of the institution, he enthusiastically 
rallied to its support. From tiat day to 
the end of his life—whether in triumph 
or defeat—he was the same ardent, de- 
voted Republican. 


In his domestic relations Gen. Pugh 


was exceptionally happy. 
He was 


warmly attached to his family, and nev- 
er tired in his efforts for their comfort 
and happiness. 
Five children survive 


him . Mrs. J. M. Lowry, of this city; 
John H. Pugh, of Union, Mo.; Bartley 
G. Pugh, of Wavcrly, 111.; Sirs. Perry 
Gillham, of Sullivan, 111.; and Mrs. John 
C. Mark, of this cily. A third son, 
Isaac R. Pugh, a young man of great 
promise, died a few years ago. The de- 
ceased left no other near relatives. Two 
sisters, who formerly resided jn Shelby 
county, died some years ago, and two of 
his half brothers, reside in the State of 
Oregon. 


As before remarked, Gen. Pugh con- 


tracted Ihe disease of which he died, 
while serving with the army in Mexico. 
For two or three years his health has 
been gradually giving way, and some 
four weeks ago he grew rapidly worse. 
His mind, however, continued clear un- 
til within a few hours of his death, and 
he passed away quietly and peacefully. 
Some ten days ago he made his will, and

In 1848 the war 
with Mexico began, and though he then 
hud a family of small children, Pugh 
again enlisted under the flag of his coun- 
try, and was chosen captain of Company 
C, 4th Illinois volunteers. The regi- 
ment wns commanded by Col. E. D. Ba- 
ccr, the gallant soldier and eloquent 
rator. The first lieutenant of Com- 
>any C, wns Richard J. Oglcsby, and 
mong "the boys" were Capt. J. 8. Post, 
Vm. J. TJsrcy, and others who still re- 
ide in this vicinity. The company par- 
iclpated in the siege of Vera Cruz and 
he battle of Ccrvo Gordo, and was on 
ts way to the city of Mexico when its 
cfm of enlistment expired, and it was 
lischarged at Jalapa. It was during 
his campaign that the subject of our 
sketch 
contracted the disease from 


which he never fully recovered, and 
which was the ultimate cause of his 
death. Returning to his home he en- 
gaged in farming, and led a quiet life 
for some fliteen years. lie had now 
reached the down grade of life, his chil 
dren w«re grown up, his head was sil 
vercd with tho frosts of fifty-six winters 
and ho might well have been content to 
claim exemption from further toil am 
privation and danger in the tented Held. 
Hut he was not) made of that kind of 
stuff, and when the rebellion broke out 
in 1861 he was among the first to enroll 
his name among those who were willing 
to brave the perils of what proved to be 
tho bloodiest war of modern times. 


It was on a Saturday in April, 1861, 


that the news of the capture of Fort 
Suinter reached Decutur, and on Mon- 
day Pugh was an enlisted soldier. He 
was chosen captain of his company, and 
assigned to the 8th regiment, command- 
ed by his former subordinate, Lieutenant, 
now Colonel, Oglesby. His first enlist- 
ment of three months having expired 
he returned home and raised a regiment, 


gave directions about his funeral. He 
requested that no display be permitted, 
that his coffin should be of plain walnut, 
without velvet trimmings, that a short 
discourse should be preached by his 
friend, Gen. Jesse H. Moore, end that 
the Masonic Lodge of which he was a 
member should bury him, with its little 
ostentation as possible. 


The funeral will take place to-morrow 


afternoon, at half past one o'clock, from 
the First M. E. Church.
